Report: US to release 6,000 federal prisoners 

(Al Jazeera) The U.S. Justice Department is set to release about 6,000 prisoners early in the largest one-time release of federal inmates. The 

release, scheduled for between Oct. 30 and Nov. 2, is an effort to reduce overcrowding and provide relief to drug offenders who received harsh 

sentences over the past three decades. The inmates will be set free by the department's Bureau of Prisons. The early release follows action by 

the U.S. Sentencing Commission, an independent agency that sets sentencing policies for federal crimes. The panel reduced the potential 

punishment for drug offenders last year and made the change retroactive. The commission's action is separate from an effort by 

President Barack Obama to grant clemency to some nonviolent drug offenders, an initiative that has resulted in the early release of 89 

inmates. The sentencing panel estimated that its change in guidelines could result in 46,000 of the roughly 100,000 drug offenders in federal 

prison qualifying for early release.

Russian air strikes in Syria cause 'civilian deaths‘ 

(Al Jazeera) Civilian deaths are being reported from apparent air strikes by Russian fighter jets in the Syrian province of Hama and in areas 

bordering the Idlib province. Russian forces carried out the air strikes on Wednesday morning, in addition to targeting anti-government armed 

groups with surface-to-surface missiles, said the UK-based Syrian Observatory for Human Rights. A video of the purported raids uploaded to 

YouTube by activists said at least four people were killed and dozens injured, and that the death toll was expected to rise. Al Jazeera could not 

independently verify the reports of the air strikes. Meanwhile, Syrian army forces have launched a ground operation in the country's west, 

reports say. The offensive is targeting Khan Shaykhun, a town in Idlib strategically situated on a rebel-controlled route that connects Aleppo 

and Damascus. The developments come at a time when Syrian fighters are targeting government forces and pro-regime units in Hama with 

Grad missiles, the Syrian Observatory said in a statement. 

 

Saudi-led coalition accused of war crimes in Yemen 

(Al Jazeera) Amnesty International on Wednesday accused the Saudi-led coalition fighting in Yemen of carrying out unlawful air strikes, some 

of which amount to war crimes, and called for the suspension of transfers of arms transfers to coalition members. Amnesty said that it had 

examined 13 deadly air strikes by the coalition that had killed about 100 civilians, including 59 children in Yemen. The report also documents 

the use of cluster bombs. "This report uncovers yet more evidence of unlawful air strikes carried out by the Saudi Arabia-led coalition, some of 

which amount to war crimes. It demonstrates in harrowing detail how crucial it is to stop arms being used to commit serious violations of this 

kind," said Amnesty's Donatella Rovera, who headed the group's fact-finding mission to Yemen. "The USA and other states exporting weapons 

to any of the parties to the Yemen conflict have a responsibility to ensure that the arms transfers they authorize are not facilitating serious 

violations of international humanitarian law.“ Bahrain, Egypt, Jordan, Kuwait, Morocco, Qatar, Sudan and the United Arab Emirates 

are participating in the coalition.

rail car and a caboose collided causing the release of approximately 50 gallons of radiator fluid and water. No waterways were impacted. 

• The incident occurred in a rail yard in Long Beach, Los Angeles County; the rail car derailed upright and the caboose derailed to its side.  

• There were no reported injured.  

• The CSWC made all pertinent notifications per the Hazardous Materials SOP.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS BY REGION: 

 

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AND CENTRAL COASTAL AREAS: 

  

Eureka Weather: 

Dry and seasonably warm weather will persist in the interior through Friday as high pressure aloft remains over the region. Low clouds will 

likely persist near the immediate coast for the next day or two with some sunshine by each afternoon. 

 

Medford Weather: 

High clouds are streaming across the region this morning along with low clouds and fog along the coast and over the coastal waters.   

 

Reno Weather:  

High pressure over the region will lead to warm and dry conditions the rest of the week. Afternoon highs may approach record levels Friday

• The SOC is activated in support of the Drought State of Emergency and continue to monitor the situation.  

• The Governor issued Executive Order B-26-14 on 09/19/14, to streamline relief efforts for families with drinking water 

shortages due to drought, specifically through the California Disaster Assistance Act, to provide temporary water supplies to 

households without water for drinking and/or sanitation purposes.  

• The Governor issued  Executive Order B-29-15 on 04/01/15 which announced actions that will save water, increase 

enforcement to prevent wasteful water use, streamline the state's drought response and invest in new technologies to make 

California more drought resilient. 

• CDAA 2014 Drought Fact Sheet and Frequently Asked Questions provided to Regions for reference and distribution.  

• Cal OES Recovery continues to coordinate the Community Impacts Workgroup conference calls.  Currently, the calls take 

place on alternating Wednesdays.  

• Cal OES Recovery/Individual Assistance finalized an updated 2015 version of the drought brochure of programs and 

services for individuals, businesses, farmers, and ranchers. It has been put on the Governor’s Drought webpage. State
